WASHINGTON, March 12—President Truman asked congress to­ 
day to “ take immediate and resolute action” to block the spread of 
Communism to Greece and Turkey by giv ing those two countries 
sufficient economic aid to insure surv iv al of democratic gov ern­ 
ments. 


The chief ex ecutiv e appeared before a joint session of congress to 
discuss what he termed one of the grav est situations confronting 
the world since the end of the second world war. 
Mr. Truman told congress that this country must immediately 
prov ide 400 million dollars in financial aid to Greece and Turkey to 
prev ent collapse of those gov ernments. He warned that if such a 
situation ev entuates they would fall in the hands of Communist 
Russia. 
The President bluntly stated:

surrender of Corregidor, May 6, 
19 41, until he and his companions 
commandeered a Japanese train 
and started for Yokohoma Sep­ 
tember 9 , 19 45, has been assigned 
to the Circlev ille Army recruiting 
station. He was discharged on 
January 17, 19 46 and immediate­ 
ly re-enlisted for three years. 
Sgt. Smith first enlisted Feb- 
1 ruarv 3. 19 11, in the Coast Ar­ 
tillery. He went to the PhilLp- 
pines April 22, 19 41, and was one 
of 30,000 Americans who were on 
Corregidor at the time of the 
surrender. 
Witness to many fatal beatings 
stabbings and other atrocities in 
v arious prisoner camps where he 
was held, Sgt. Smith credits his 
own escape to the fact that he 
^ became a fav orite of a Japanese 
• guard 
at Osaka 
and 
sev eral 
times was sav ed by this guard’s 
interv ention. 
Weighing 160 pounds at the 
time of t he 
surrender, 
Sgt. 
Smith’s weight finally was re­ 
duced to 78 pounds because of 
the meager Japanese prison ra­ 
tions. After being mov ed to a 
camp near Kyoto, to escape the 
Osaka bombing, he was in 
a 
group used as stev edores to un- i 
^ load grain. T he e he was able to 
steal enough raw wheat, rice and 
soybeans to increase his weight 
to HO pounds at w ar’s end. 
After the surrender Sgt. Smith 
was in the Caba^atuan camp in 
northern Luzon, later in a camp 
sev eral miles away. On October 
7, 19 42, he was taken to Osaka 
in Japan, to work in a steel mill 
until the heav y American bomb­ 
ings 
caused 
h i s 
transfer 
to 
• Kyoto. 
August 15, 19 45 the prisoners 
learned from their captor’s ac­ 
tions that something big had hap­ 
pened. Fiv e days later a U. S 
Army transport plane dropped 
food — their first official confir­ 
mation that fighting had ceased. 
After marking time for 19 days 
they took matters into their own 
hand, seized the railroad station, 
commandeered a Japanese train 
and 
started south. 
Reaching 
Yokohama, they found Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur in command there. Three 
days later, on September 12, they 
were ev acuated to Manila 
by 
plane, and September 23 started 
home by steamer, landing in San 
Francisco, October 15. 
To recov er from malnutrition, 
Sgt. Smith was assigned to Flet­ 
cher General Hospital pending 
complete 
recov ery 
a n d

He warned that if such a 
situation eventuates they would fall in the hands of Communist 
Russia.

to the Circleville Army recruiting 
station. He was discharged on 
January 17, 1940 and im m ediate­ 
ly re-enlisted for three years. 
Sgt. Smith first enlisted Feb- 
• ruary 3. 1911, in the Coast Ar­ 
tillery. He went to the P h ilip ­ 
pines April 22. 1941, and was one 
of 30,000 Americans who were on 
Corregidor at the time of the 
iurrender. 
Witness to many fatal beatings 
stabbings and other atrocities in 
various prisoner camps where he 
was held, Sgt. Smith credits his 
own escape to the fact that he 
^ becam e a favorite of a Japanese 
• guard 
at 
Osaka 
and

times was saved by this guard’s 
intervention. 
Weighing 100 pounds at the
